serted by a stamp and neatly executed. The small 
‘eagle between the signatures of the President and 
‘Cashier. has aiso been taken out and the figures 
‘5 stamped in its place. The public may guard 
‘against imposition by noticing, that neither of the 
‘heads above mentioned, are on the borders of the 
genuine fifty dollar notes of the Mother Bank ; the 
borders of which have the denomination at one end

Anecdote of Dr. Franklin. ~The Doctor was 
walking one day in Front-street, near Chesnut-st 
in the city of Philadelphia, at the dawn of our Re- 
volution, when he was thus accosted by a Tar :— 

“Is your name Ben Franklin:” Yes. “ Are you 
the man who invented the saw-dust puddings’ Yes, 
replied the Doctor. ‘ Then,” said the sailor, * for 
God’s sake don’t give the receipt to make it to old 
kr *****, our merchant, as he will feed all his 
crews on it.” 

The story of the sawedust pudding a/ter dictum, 
wheat bran pudding arose in this manner Tue 
Doctor had conducted an Independent paper in 
Philadelphia, which gave offence to a class who 
wanted to rule every body in their own way, and 
the heads of this party, some fifteen or twenty, in- 
formed the /octor that they would frown him down. 
unless he would submit to the curb. The Doctor 
proposed to explain, and fixed the time at his own 
house- where the gentlemen were invited to dine.

COMMERCE OF THE UNITED STATES. 
From the annual report on the Commerce and 
Navigation of the United States, laid before Con- 
gress by the Secretary of the Treasury, it appears 
that the imports during the year ending on the 30th 
of September last, have amounted to $84,974,477 ; 
of which amount $80,778,120 were imported in 
te vessels, and $4,196,357, in foreign ves- 
sels. ' 
That the exports have during the same period, 
amounted to $77,595,322, of which $53,055,710 
were of domestic, and $24,539,612 of fereign arti- 
cles That of the domestic articles $46,199,528, 
were exported in American vessels, and 46,856,182 
in foreign vessels; and of the foreign articles 
$23,353,988 were exported in American vessels, 
and $1,185,624, in foreign vessels. That 942,206 
tons of American shipping entered, and 953,012 
cleared from the ports of the United States, and 
that 105.654 tons of foreign shipping entered, and 
99,417 cleared during the same period. 
The Regisfer of the Treasury states, that the 
amount of registered tonnage employed in the for- 
eign trade on the 31st of December, 1825,
